l have found* and will here quote, a curious letter,

.Vfl inswc r was returned by the king; md under this 
kind of restraint Pym and his friends were *11, with one? 
exception K kept eIo*e prisoner*** until, m Roger Co k* 
itALcs r the breaking of the Spanish match iic^'saintteij 
the king to call mot her parliarneiiL Such sufferings 
however, while they exeke bU the flympathiei of thti 
heart and mind, are much ton high for pity. 11 I faa/i 
rather/' said Pym a on more than one occasion, " 1 hart 
rmEitLT suffer for speaking the truth, than that tit* truth 
should suffer for want of my speaking." The prisons 
of such men are the amctiiarice of philosophy and 
patriotism. 

The last parliament of Jame^ wu ittmuioned. and 
Pym. having obtained hh release, a^-ain sat for C4m\ 
The proceedings of thii pariiametu have been followed 
io minutely in the biography of Elioi J , that it fi not 
neectiury to uy more hem- than that Pynfi exertion 
during its contiimiince, were chiefly employed upon the 
dedicatory statute against monopolies, and against the 
delinquencies of the lord treasurer Middlesex. 

iames died, and Charles ascended the throne, The 
precise condition of affair* it this juncture has been 
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■Treaty placed lx-fore the reader 1 ; and il will be only 
necessary to oMnind him, that she bluer dittiu&c 
awakened in the English people towards their ynnog 
kingp by the Earl of ItrisEol's exposure of the dreum- 
stances attending the breach of the Spaniih treaties &i 
the dose of the reign of James, was aggravated by 
uatetitiitiouE and ill 'timed jrtdulgrsices granted la the 
profewort of the Roman Catholic religion, immediately 
upon Charles 'es acn^eiuri, L'ljtler ihe influence of these 
feelings, the tim p&rliunem of the new reign met, 
when tjm took hia seat, for the first time, a* member 
for the borough of Tavistock, In Devonshire; which he 
represented, in all Btucseding parliament*, till his iktitfr. 

The first mailer we lind Mm engaged in here w« 
ihe case of the king's chaplain* doctor Mouistgu, which 
may be very briefly explained. The then inseparable 
eunnectiou, in the mijids of the English people* between 
popery and despotism* has been very frequently touched 
oil The effect of the deformation — dm mm of 
criLar.cipated intellect which had naturally flowed from 
it — had been sueh as eg imbue men's mind*, generally, 
with the deepest sense of the paramount importance of 
a purs ay stem of religious ethics in matters of political 
governrnenu This sense struck null more deeply into 
the heart of England, when in every quarter of the 
r.iiitiiunt the Koitiish came ipp?jw«! as the cause uf the 
oppressor, w hile the prntcsiaju was that of the oppressed ; 
and no where was a struggle for good gOVcrtiilaeDl IO be 
seen, that had not mitandy arrayed against it ail the 
jttwi'n and influences of the Roman Catholic church* 
If anything fu wanting to strengthEn a ffimrqneot 
necessary, on the part of the idcU who B&w enjoyed die

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confidence of the great masse* of the people, of i bitter 
opposition to the Electrifies of popery, it hjh furnished 
by the conduct of those high church court ill vines who 
were known to lit IllOfll favourable to die despotic i)?loi]] 
iEi polities. They made every effort to in traduce, under 
the oner of tlie Anninian Tenets, a sort of bastard 
popery into the church of EnglimL Their design 
Wfltf, plainly, to secure a safe retreat for absolute 
iiioauifchjj under a timely jJJiauce of prerogative with 
prieslcniu and church power, 

Fomnort in support of this design was Montagu, 
one of the feing'i chaplains £ and upon this divine Pym 
fastened with inveterate purpose. He had republLshcd, 
on CfruWi accession, a book which Archbishop Abbot 
had censured. at the Truest or the house of commons, 
in the preceding year. Encouraged by Laud, he com* 
pmd also a defrnco of this book, e dited it in appeal to 
Cje*ar ± and inscribed it to Charles, Here he juaened 
Lht ttofniflh church to be a true church, renting on the 
*MM authority ud foundation m the English, and 
di tit;ring from it only in some points of letter import- 
anet; defended the use of images; affirmed that tlae 
^ainifl had knowledge and memory of human things, 
and exercised peculiar patronage over certain places and 
persons ; maintained the read presence ; numbered 
ordination among the far rue nun U ; Itkd approved mn* 
mid ubsolulion, ami the tost of the sign of Lhe 
cro^. In the aame work, as a ctmlrart to all tliii, much 
bitterness waft indulged against the puritans; lecturing 
and pTFuehmg were decried ; even [he reading of the 
Scripturet Was alluded tu with a inner j and, ti nilly, by 
way of gratifying the despotic prapenaitie^ of the king, 
a prcrttgiitive wm claimed for him, founded on divine 
right, and paramount to die English laws, I 

Pym was the author of the report upon this book 
presented to the house of ccmimoRs, ^Jontagu was 
ordered immtdialeJy after into the custody of the ter- 
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jt'int at arms, and brought, for suhmimn, Wore dje 
bar of the house. A vehement mtcree-uiou ™ then 
made for him by Laud, who SO far betrayed himself, in 
a lean to the duke of Buckingham, m to declare that 
it wan impossible to conceive how any civil gorerumen t 
could be supported, if die contrary of Montagu's doc- 
irines were to be maintained ; and urged him to engage 
the king to reclaim to himself the judgment of the 
qftnc, as a brunch of hi* pnirDg-jtive. 1 fpon this 
Charles interfered, but with no other effect than to 
expose himself still more to tire distrust of his people, 
Nat withstanding his request that, since Montagu w?i 
his servant, the pjmMmwtit might be referral in bim- 
wd if, the prisoner was obliged . to give hail for htl 
appearance before the house when colled on, in the 
sum of 2GCH)/. 

After tire feint ill-advised dissolution, and on the eve 
nf the issue of writ* for ClmWa seiand parfiuu^tt, 
Kushwnrdr teUi ui that £l Bbhnp L;rud procured the 
duke of Buckingham t a sound the Ling concerning llie 
cause, books, and tenets of doctor Richard Montagu;

Having gone through the various charges in detail, 
Pym now printed io the house, in one mm, the gross 
amount in money and land absorbed from the public 
estate bv Buckingham; ltd afterwards ruimndl tip hia 
share of the great duty that hail been assigned to him 
by the house of commons,.its tliia grave aiul deliberate 
manner: — 1,1 This ia a great sum in itaelf^ but much 
greater by many dtttimiUnen. If you look upon the 
tune past* never so much came Into any one private 
man a hands out of the public purse.

The fifth w™ 
for taking lands and manors annexed to the cmsn t 
whereby they theinietfts were enriched, and the king 
made poor. ' The lovonlh was intercepting the iub- 
ehIlcs granted for die defence of the kingdom* The 
third piKtrirfit is £S Hen, VL P in ihe parliament roll, 
out of the complaint against William duke of Suffolk. 
— to the effect that, hriug next and priratni of council 
to the king, be had procured him to grant great pa«h- 
siona to divert person*, whereby die king ww much 
impoverished; the expense of hi* how* unpaid ; wsgw, 
the wardrobe, castk-s, navy debt*. unsatisfied ; — and

The result of this great movement against Bucking¬ 
ham, ttbe abrupt dissolution of the second parliament, 
and the disastrous events that followed, hare been suffi¬ 
ciently placed before die reader, Pym was thrown 
into pHion, and only again released on his remm iu the 
third piuiiamem for Tavistock. In that memorable 
third parliament, his exertions were on tv second co 
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them* of Klicut- With that great patriot and Halfsnua, 
indeed, Pyut weal Wll] In hand 1 ; and hb deference 
to Eliot s powers wm only Less admirable than the cl¬ 
ient and capacity of his own.

The effect of this speech was *0 extraordinary

There La a libers/ 
belong to counsellor*, and nothing corrupts couniJs 
more than fear* He that will hare the printege of a 
councilor, however, mini keep within the just bdundj 
of a counBcltor: those matters are the only proper sub* 
jects of counsel which in their times and Dotation* may 
be good or beneficial to the king or commonwealth; hut 
such treueni *s these — the subversion of the lavra, 
rialidun of liberties — they can never be good or jus¬ 
tifiable hy any drcumsiance or occaainn. Therefore hi* 
being a cotmseBw makua hi* fault much more heinous, 
a* being committed against a greater cniti, and in a way 
of much mischief and danger, lest his majesty r a cert- 
edetH^ and judgment (upon which the whi'le cour-e 
and frame of his govern muni do much depend) should 
be poisoned and Infreird with such wicked principles 
a:»d dtdgr*, This lord Strafford Kindi endeavoured to 
dd P which by all laws* and in bH times,, hath in ihsa 
kingdom been reckoned a crime of a high nature. 

" & Ho labour* to interest your lordships in hia 
cius, by alleging it may be dnnpcrous, to yotuidves 
and your posterity, who by your birth are fittest to be 
near hia majesty, in places of trust and of authority, i 
you should be subject to be questioned for matters dr.

He stated fiinhcfj that 14 persons ef endow* about the 
queen Fr appenrtd to be deeply implicated; and moved 
that hii majesty be requested to ihut the pans, and tt> 
give order* that no permit attending on liltnself,. the 
queen, or the prince., should quit the kingdom without 
Ji«n m of hts majesty, by the advice of parliament 1 
The immediate effecu of Pj?m + a speech were very 
memorable. The Kram&m* who remained sitting on

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church, hi* nupeflff'a pt™n uni power, the privilegca 
of parliament* and the lawful rights amt liberties of the 
people" ; which wu insUntiy signed by crecy mem¬ 
ber present ( +f Edward Hyde" it the iccond name 
attached to ii), ttibseqtumtiy by die member* of the 
houw of lord* {the catholic peers excepted, and who 
were in consequence absent during Stradoiri '5 attainder), 
and then circulated, in various copies* far univ™i 
signature throughout Ae kingdom. The sensation thus 
created w&s felt everywhere; and the popular leaders 
took advantage of it to achieve i still mure memorable 
measure. Pym pointed out the nature of the dangers 
that hod threatened them before this discovery, and 
Liked whether they were safer now ? The king had 
listened to and approved a proposal of appealing from 
the house of conn ruins to a military force. \V ere they 
now secure from instant dissolution ? and, supposing 
a dissolution at the present crisis, with a term of three 
year* for prerogative measure* against the people, were 
not the public liberties in danger of being lost for ever? 
A hill to secure the existence of die present parliament! 
du whit'li dcpijui ted every thing* was then named, and 
fervently weicotned by the bane. rapid impuL^c/* 

observes Mr- Hillsm 1 , (i rather than any ttaseeated re- 
toludon, appear* to have dictated i hardy enemachmeut 
on the prerogative, The bill against the dissolution of 
the present parliament without its own consent was

chettLEflveSp in grandnrt* of a common ofcgect, to die 
firet and in tensest ideas of the world, chung alio round 
the simple and sublime language of the earliest ages, 
and indeed sought and struggled not to h* ducrfmcctcd 
from the very words last used wlren God was before hia 
people in the thud amt the flame.

" First* Tlic common and epidemical disease, wherein 
shis common wealth now Ym granplng, hith a superior 
mu\ universal cause from the evil counsel* and tleflignf 
of tboBt who, under hh majesty, beiir the greatest iway 
in givimmcnc. Secondly* It hulk il contagious and 
infectious quality, whereby it h diffused and dispersed 
thro" all part* of the kingdom. Thirdly* Jt k apt to 
take in [he diwOiHcLUs, uvii aflcctiunSj, and desighs of 
particular persons, to increase and fortify itself.

often sudden changes from peace to war, according to 
occasion and advantage. Ail the states of Chrintetidom 
are now armed, and we have tu? reason to believe but 
that those of greatest power have un evil eye upon us, 
in respect of our religion. And if their private diffL-rence# 
should be composed, how dangerously, how speedily, 
might those great armies, aud other preparation* now 
ready p he applied to some enterprise and attempt again* t 
us !

brough 1 to ^reat extremity, if not employed. Nothing 
is more sharp and pressing than necessity and want ; 
what (bey cannot buy they will take; from them the 
like ucctssii y will quickly be dr rived to the farmers and 
li uahftndjTien ; and so grow higher* and is volte all in 
an equality of misery and distress if it be not instantly 
prevented! And, m 1 hi & lime* such tumults wiO be more 
daUganaus, because the kingdom ii full of disbanded 
soldierH and officers* who will be ready to h*ttl and to 
animate the multitude to commit violence with more 
strength and advantage ; and if they oner grow into a 
body, it will be much more difficult to reduce them into 
order again* because necessity and want, whldi are the 
causes of this disturbance* will still increase u the 
effects increase* 

14 A fourth danger la from the rebeti in Ireland, not 
only in respect of that kingdom, but in respect of this. 
They have seized upon the body of that kingdom al¬ 
ready ; they abound in men of very abE? persons ; drey 
Increase in arris and munition ; they have great hopes 
of (fiipplir- from abroad and of eti cOuragomtmt here,

tA The distemper* my lordly which hath produced lhe*e 
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ilingers* ii various and exceeding violent- Whensoever 
nature is hindered in her proper aperetiunK and facul¬ 
ties „ tfliL H i ip e i i will necessarily follow. The cbstnic- 
tinns, my lords, which have brought us into ihi* 
distemper are very many, so that we cannot wonder *t 
the itRORth and malignity of it. Some cif the chiefc-l 
of ih«e fibitTLictions [ siii.ll mlnnuT to remember. 

H First. The obstruction of reformation in matters 
of religion. Ab jJflYoaRM# nr* *thtirprr than tho*r that 
prr*t vpnn thr ftiidfir itmitffMtt of mm / and there 
never church or state afflicted with more grievances 
of this kind than we have been. And though they ire, 
by the wisdom of this parlUmetit, partly eiused and di- 
mimih»h yet many slid remain; and as lunp as the 
bishops and the corrupt part of the clergy continue in 
their power, there will be little hope of freedom, either 
from the sense of those which continue, or th* fear of 
tfwtfr, irAifA ore wmoreaf. And 5>f this obstruction., my 
lords* 1 must clear the commons. IV'e ire in no part 
guilty of it. Some good bills have p&t&ed UB, and others 
are in preparation, which might have been pawed be¬ 
fore; lhi* F if we had not found such ill success in your 
lordships holism l^crfiKrrr Wtfdi t*f this ob*lmctian 
m hall product, ve art fret from it: irr mag hare twr part 
fifth* tuixrry, itp eun htitr flo yurt m tkrguUtor dishafiOtff. 

fl Secondly* An ohstreurtiun in irwle. It is traile 
that brings food and nourishment to the kingdom. It 
is that which preserves and increases die slock of the 
whole, and distributes A convenient portion of mitate- 
Ulna 1 to every part of it; them ore* vuch an ofettruc- 
don u thia mutt needs be dangerous; the freedom of 
trade being BO iiffcsurj, the behefli SO important, that 
it gives life, strength, and beauty to the whole body of 
die commonwealth. But 1 must protest the bouse of 
L'ujimuHH hath given no cause to thii obstruction; we 
have eased trade of many burdnu and heavy taxes, 
which ire taken tiff; we have freed it from many hard 
restraints by patents ami monopolies; we have been 
wilting to pari with our own privilege^ to give it ea* 
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couragemcfii; ffe sought to pat the merchants into 
security and confidence in revpm of die bower of Lon, 
don, that so they might be Invited to bring in their 
bullion to the mint, as hereto fore they have done ; and 
we Are no way guil ty of the trouble*, the fears, and 
public dangers which make men witlidnw their stocks 
anil keep their money by them, to be ready for such 
Hidden exigencies, at in these great distraction* ive have 
too much cause to expert. 

+< Thirdly. The obstruction in the relief of Ireland. 
It mint needs be accounted a great shame arid didianour 
to this kingdom, that our neighbour* hare shewed them* 
selves more forward to supply the rebel*, than we have 
been to relieve our distressed brethren and fellow-objects. 
But 1 must declare we are altogether innocent of any 
neglect herein. As loem a* the first news of the rebel¬ 
lion came utiif, we undertook the war, not by way of 
supply and aid, an In former rebellion-!- the subjects have 
last'd to do j but we undertook the whole charge of it, 
anil we Eufiered not twenty-four hours to pass before we 
agreed to a great levy of money and men, to be employed 
against the rebels, even in a huger proportion ihan the 
lords, justice*, and council there did desire; and. 
from dine to lime, we bare done all for the furtherance 
thereof, though in the Eniilal of many di«[factions and 
dlversEons. But the want of commissions for levying 
of men, for issuing innm and divon oilier ira|»edi- 
ousts, hnve been the causes of that obstruction : and 1 
wish wo bail uot only found impedimenta to ourvlves ■ 
we have found also encouragements to them* Many of 
tile chief commanders, now at the head of the rebels, 
after we bad ? With your lurdahips* concumfice, Hop*! 
the ports against all Irish papist* F have been suffered to 
paKH by his majesty'* immediate wnrtnt,* much to the 
dLscoLu.^ement of thu lord* justices and the council 
there ; and this procured, os we believe, by wire evil 
instruments urn near bis royal person, u-ithout hi* fud- 
jtrty* kmithdj/* and intention*

jealousies betwixt ihft two houses* 

0 Sixthly, Tlie obstruction In providing for the defence 
of the kingdom, thus we might he enabled to resist a fo- 
reign enemy* or to hLLpprefti all civil insurrectioni, Whir 
i pressing necessity there Is of this —the exceeding 
great decay* Ui the navv p In the forts, in ibo power of 
ordering the militia of the kingdom, and means of fur- 
nkhing them with munitiuo —- are *u ffi cien t evidences* 
known to none belter than ymir lordJupa. And what 
endeavours we have used to remove them, but hitherto 
without that nieceas end con curreuDe which we expecTed, 
und where the stop hath been, ami upon what good

|J Lastly, I come to ihe evil influences which have 
caused this di&tcmpcr; and £ ih#H content myself wish 
mentioning: those which are must important* L [ uhidJ 
remember the evil tounzek about the king, whereof wc 
have often ctmxpUlned, Urieasra of the brain mv mo-t 
dangerous, because from thence seme and motion arc 
derived to the whole body* The malignity of evil coun- 
ael* will quietly be infused into all ports of the state* 
None can doubt but we Lave exceedingly laboured under 
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mmt dingenma and mischievous Munich. This evil 
Influence Jluth kv.il tin.' cause of the ^rqimEion of w^r 
with Scotland — of this procuring a rebellion in I re¬ 
bind— qf corrupting rehgicn — suppressing the liberty 
of this kingdom —- imd of many fearful and horrid 
attempt* TO the subverting the very being of parliaments, 
which Wa s tile only hopeful means of op|N*ring und pre¬ 
venting all tin? rest* The last, indeed, doih appear to 
be a mmt predominant evil of the lime ; whereat we 
need not woitdEr, when we consider huw counsellors 
bare been preftrral And prepared. And I appeal to 
your briMupY own consciences, whether the giving anil 
countenancing of evil counsel hath nol been almost die 
only way to favour and advancement. The din- 
eon rogenienc of good counsel* f>i vera honest and ap- 
proved eoutiseHors have been put from their places,, 
othen bo discountenanced* as that fhc way of favour 
hath been shut against thcm > and that of danger and 
destruction only open to them* & The peal pwer 
that an interested and factious party hath in the f ailLj- 
montj by the continuance of the votes of the bishops 
and popish lords in tour lordships' house ■ and the 
taking in of others, both cut of the house of commons, 
and otherwise, to increase their strength. 4. The fo¬ 
menting arul cherishing of a malignant party throughout 
the whole kingdom. 5, The manifold jealousies betwixt 
ihe lung, his parliament, *nd good subjects ; whereby 
hb protection and favour hath, in a great measure, been 
withheld from them; and their inclination and rtioSu-

The fnm and boldness of iH this were equal to the 
great emergencies of the hour; and as, the orator pro- 
seeded, we may suppose him more than repaid by the 
expression of proud and affectionate admiration ihit 
retted on the countenances of flump dec and Kleunea, 
who were sitting by bia tide.

The second great effect of Fym*a speech was exhibited 
by the king himself.

This erroneous maxim, being infused 
into princes, that their kingdom* art their own, and that 
they may da irith item vhnt they icili {<14 if their kingdom* 
ie+re Jor them, nnd not they far their fein^Fwi), h the 
root ef aU the eufyttt* misery, and of ati the inmdfofi 
of their juit right* and tibertie*. UllfriMj indeed, ihey 
■re only entrusted with their kingdom*, and with their 
townj/snd with ilieir people, and with the puhtie 
treasure of the common wealth and whatsoever is bought 
therewith, Bf die known law of this kingdom, the very 
jewels of the crown are not the king's proper goods, hut

A tccuhd answer Wu returned by the king, more 
wvak and mare elaborate than the first* and a vigor¬ 
ous remeuiEranpe'p Tvmjninwnded in an earnest ami 
forcible speech hy Pym l , wa* forwarded to { harles. 
It opened with these word* : " Wc T your majesty a 
uimt humble and loyal subject^ the lords and commons 
of chi k present parliament assembled* do hereby tall 
f*m3 t this kingdom , arid the whole world to wiinc**, 
that wp hate, ever finer our tint meeting in thEi 
present parliament, with fidelity to your majesty and 
the state, with much patience and constancy, in respect 
of the gff« affronts and interruptions, the pernicious 
plod and attempts, wherewith wc have been eneoun- 
iered| distracted, and opposed, employed our counsels 
■ud endeavours to nuintiin God's true religion „ the 
honour and lights of your crown p the pc-ace anil safety 
of tour royal person and your kingdoms, and the just 
Liberties of your people; that so we might case them 
of ihcir great grievances, and prevent the four* and 
dspgcri, yea, the imminent mm and destruction, which 
have taeii ■contrived and fostered, not only iu your 
court, but creFi very near your own [tenon ; am! how¬ 
ever our liberties have been Invaded, many of our 
lives endangered, and such attempts made upon Ul as 
might have subverted the very Mug or parliament, yet 
have w E hi kept mir^Kct within the bounds of modesty 
and duty, that we lnv e given no jut occasion of your 
majesty's absence at tlfein time." In reference to i 
complaint in the king's last paper, the following re+ 
mark fi made: "And where®) hitnujnty Mhh, * He 
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could with thil hii own immediate actions, which lie 
avows da hi* own honour might not tv » roughly 
Ocniimd under that coin man atjrk of evil cuurtsu^ora:"

Every step in this paptr war now brought the com- 
haunts nearer and nearer to & more roil and a more 
fatal field* The great question on which all else de* 
pended was At J.iat in velscmepE. ugiutiofi^ the command 
of the militia of the kingdom. The very condition of 
the pan lot between whom the di&tujsiQn arose, pre¬ 
cluded from the first the possibility of Agreement. 
Some idea of die labour and research which Fym, nou 
withstanding, devoted Ip this memorable question, will 
be gathered from i curious document it) the appendix 
gf this volume l t and which m highly chaiuicrisde of 
the man. 

The disposal of the militia,, however, cannot be argued, 
in the present case,on abstract ground* ■ though Pym ttos 
made out the most fumble cue, even in that vfar, which 
Ilia been yet attempted. TJir parliament hid been un¬ 
doubtedly forced into a position to make die demand 
they did J + when^ as a ground of trust, they required that 
the king should place the army and navy under the com- 
maud of oihevra possessing the confidence of both houses.

Mean while they 
again ui tm ori aii-sed hi* in^cstyj who, in return* va¬ 
poured upon them thus:— 1 ■' We will propone no more 
particular* to you, having no luck tu plow* or to be 
understood by you. Take your own lime for what con¬ 
cern* our particular ; but be Hire you have an early* 
ipeedy rue of the public; that ip t of the only rule that 
preserve* the public, the Uw of the lind : preserve the 
dignity and reverence due to that* It wu well said in 
a apeerh made by a private person (it was Mr + JVm'a 
speech against the earl of Strafford, and formerly quoted 
by u*)—‘ The law is liiat which pula a difference be¬ 
twixt good and evil, betwixt just and unjust, If you 
take away the Uw p all things wiU fill into a confusion ■ 
every mm wilt become a law unto liiinselfp which, in 
the depraved condition of human nature, must needs 
produce many great cuorrnmei + Lust will become a 
law, and envy will become a law ; coTetOLuneis and 
ambition will become kwi ; and whai dictates;, whil 
decisions auch laws will produce* may easily be dis¬ 
cerned/ So *aid that gentleman, and much more* very 
wt-U F in defence of the law* and against arbitrary power. 
It ia worth looking over and considering ; and if die 
moil realoui defence of the mu? protectant profession, 
snd the moat rtsoknl protection of the law* be the moat 
neceuary duty of a priore* we cannot believe this mi- 
soreblc iliitance and miiundmtanding can be long con¬ 
tinued between us ; we have often and earnestly declared 
them to be the chiefm decirefl of our soul* and the end

The neat motion of the commons *■ shook Charles a 
throne and title to the centre." 1 After obtaining, by i 
masterly stroke of vigorous policy, possesion of the 
He**, they passed the time following reauluttoni: —

couTUMr'1, intends to make war against the parliament, 
who, in all their consutiatitins and actions, have pro¬ 
posed no other end unto them h?1v*i but the care of his 
kingdoms and the performance of ah duty and loyalty 
to his person- £.

The king now, in hia turn, denounced the militia 
ordinance as illegal. and begin to issue his csminibaloiiis 
of array- On the 13ih of July the commons voted the 
raising of an army, to be commanded in chief by die 
earl of Eseex. Some days after, a proclamation from 
the king declared Essex a traitor.

Meanwhile, Hampden bad become more than ever 
dear eo the popular party, and hateful to the court at 
Oxford.

Anil now, io complete the information which h»«- 
bttn mUocuhI in these pages wmoerning one or the 
imatest null of 111* English history, the chancier which 
Clarndm has drawn of him in tmfcdbg «dow» m*y. 
without hiiitatlon, he added. No one who hu glanced 
Uintugh this wurlc can be at * loss 10 separate the just 

from the unjust. , 

« Jj r was S gentleman of a good family id itnckinj;- 
hamshiro, bom 10 a fair fortune, find of a most civil 
ami affable department. In bis entrance into the 
wmM, he indmlgHl to himself all die liCL-nw in sports 
ami CJttrtbif, anil company, which WIi used by men of 
the moat jolly conversation. Afterward*, he u tired to 
a more reserved and melancholy society, yet 
Ilia own natural cheerful nets ami vivacity, ami, above 
all, a flowing; courtesy to ad men i though *hoy who 
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conversed nearly with him* found him growing bun * 
didike of the «sk*Ja*tfe*l government of the church, 
yet moil believed Li rattier a dklike of some churchmen 
afid of some mtroducements of thcire, wldch he appre¬ 
hended misfit diiquict the public peace. He was rather 
of reputation, in hi* own country, than of public dis-« 
come or fame in the kingdom, before Ebo busmesa of 
ihip-moiu'j | but then he grew the argument of all 
ttmgwa, every man inquiring who amt whit he was, 
that durst, at hit own charge, support the liberty ami 
properly of the Liugdom, and rescue his country, a* hi* 
thought, front being mailt a prof lo the court. His 
carriage throughout thk agitation was with that rare 
temper and modesty, that they who watched him most 
narrowly to Und Some advantage against hi* pmon* to 
mike him L t&s resolute in his causey were compelled to 
give him a just teuimony ; and the judgment that 
was given a^ainal him infinitely more ad lanced him 
than the Ferviee for which it was jjjvim. When this 
parliament brgun, (being returned knight of the shire 
for the coins [ j where he hired*) die -eyca of all men were 
Axed ou him at thesr p&trrm par er f and the pilot that 
must sEeer the tfesel through the tempest* and rocks 
which threatened It, And I am persuaded his power 
anil interest, at that time* were greater to do good or 
hun ihan my man \ In the kingdom 3 or than my torn 
in his rank hath had in my time ; for hia reputaiiou of 
honesty was uni venal, and hit affections seemed so 
publicly guided, that bo corrupt or private ends could 
Idas them, 

"He was of that rare affability and temper in debit?, 
and of that seeming humility and submission of judgment* 
as if he brought no opinion ofhii own with him, but a del 
■ire of information and instruction j yet he had so subtle 
a way of iuierrogatlngj and, umlcr the uotion of doubt*, 
itLiinuating bi§ objections, that he left his opinions 
with those from whore he pretended to learn and receive 
there. And, e*cu with ihem who were able to preserve 
theinsehef from his infusion*, and discerned thoie opi^ 
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pions to be hied in him wisli which they rtuU uot 
^mpt jj ho alway* juft the character of ad ingenuous anil 
conudchtlana person. Ho wm^ indeed, a wj wise 
man, and of great parts, anil powwd with the most 
aWful* spirit of popularity— that i*. the Vntmt absolute 
faculties to govern the people—of any loan 1 «wf knew. 
For the first Tear of die pnrii*ro«t, hr sremed; rather 
io moderate sod soften the Tioktat and distempered 
humour*, tha n to inflame them ; bui wire ami dts- 
passioned men plainly discerned that that moctereUon 
proceeded from prudence, at id observation that Use 
reason wu tint ripe* rather thin that be approved of 
the moderation - and that ho begat many opinion* 
and notion*, the education wherraf he committed Eli 
other men, ao far disguising Id* own design* that he 
teemed seldom to wtsh more than was concluded i and, 
in many grou conclusions, which would hereafter coo- 
iribuve to designs not yet set on fool, when he found 
ttLom ttiffirtendy backed by majority of voice*, he 
would withdraw himself before the quest! on j tint ho 
might seem not to consent to bo much vislide unreason- 
abit'nes* ; which produced i* great a doubt in Bom?, as 
it did approbation in other*, of his integrity. WmA 
combination wtro had been originally with the 5coU 
for the invasion of England, ami what further was 
entered into afterwards in favour of them, and to id- 
vine? any ahem!ion of the go* efri men t in parliament! 
no man doubts wa* at least with the privity of this 
gentleman. 

if After he was among those member* accus’d by the 
king of high treason, he was much altered \ his nature 
and euri age seem Eng much fiercer than it did before. 
And without question, when he first drew his sword, ho 
threw away die scabbard ; for he passionately opposed 
the overture made by the king for u treaty from Notting¬ 
ham, and a* eminently any expedients that might have 
produced any accommodation* in thia that w*a at Ox¬ 
ford! and was principally relied on r to prevent any 
in fusion 5 which might be made into the card of Esse* 
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lowirds peace, or to reiuler them infeflktftal, if th*?y 
were made ; mill was indeed much rnare rdied an bv 
ihat party than the general himrelf. la the lira! entrance 
into the troubles, he undertook the comiMikEl of a rtgi^ 
meat of foot, utd performed the duty of a colonel, on 
all occasions, mc*t punctually. He was very temperate 
diet, and a supreme governor over *]I hii pa.hsmqi ud 
affections, and had thereby 4 great power QVtr othur 
lueD 5. He was of an iinjuitry ind vigilance not ta be 
tired nut or wearied by the m«E Laborious, ami of 
parti not to be imposed upon by the roost subtle or 
ahaipj mid of a perwmal courage equal in b as best 
parts; re that he was an enemy not co he wished* 
where m he might have been tn*d* a friend ; sod as 
mud i to be apprehended where be w*a so as anv man 
couEri drferve to be; and therefore hia death was 
no Iks enn^ratuliied in [he party than it was coiu 
doled In the Other. In a ward, what was said of Gum* 
r%hE well be applied Eo him ; ' be hat! a head 10 con. 
****** ind 4 **»B« to pmuade, and a hand to o*eaite, 
any mischief/ HU death, therefore, semed to be a 
great deliverance to the nation/' 

In Other wor.li, ibe Jwth of die noble sn ,| rcifcg* 
IJjIupden, wllOf it plunged every honest English heart 
ifllo the dejillis of sorrow, revived in the htiisji-C laries 
atiij hi* slavish ministers their hope of being able to 
UTiinpte into the dost, once mote, the laws and liberties 
of Lnglajid.
